Quarantine Regulations to be En- 
forced in Every Detail. Keep 
Your Children from Congregat- 
ing as Much as Possible.

On January 15th, 1919, the Board 
of Health passed a resolution adopt- 
ing the following quarantine regu- 
lations: 

First—That all cases of influenza, 
severe colds and pneumonia, must be 
reported by physicians within twelve 
hours to E. R. Bowman, Health Offi- 
cer. 

Second—That a minimum quaran- 
tine period, of seven days shall be 
established for all cases as given 
above. 

Third—That there must be a strict 
quarantine observed and that no per- 
gon shall be permitted to go into or 
from a quarantined house. 

Fourth—That an officer will pla- 
eard all houses in this locality con- 
taining any of the above named cas- 
es and that the health officer is au- 
thorized to, and will see that a quar- 
antine is strictly observed at all 
such huvuses.

Washington h?#S constructed two of- 
fice buildings {OT war expansion, one 
for the navy a@artment and one for 
the war depar@sent, which “consid- 
ered as a gro exceed in volume 
and floor space any other gsfiee 
building in the world regardiéss of 
type; indeed, it is ti®ught that no 
existing office building as larger 
than either of these two.” Time rec- 
ords were broken in the construction 
of these buildings. The total floor 
space of the two buildings is approxi- 
mately 1,800,000 square feet, or more 
than 41 acres. 

The several wings if joined end 
to end would form a structure 1% 
miles long, 60 feet wide and three 
stories high. A complete circuit of 
all the exterior walls would require 
a journey of four miles. 

That American genius intends to 
take no chances wtih a foreign foe 
is indicated by the fact, as stated in 
the report, that the naval consulting 
board has considered more than 110,- 
000 ideas, inventions and devices 
submitted. 

In his report the secretary of the 


navy pays the following tribute to/,

My company came up in this sec- 





tion just as the doughboys were 
putting the finishing touches on the 
Jerries as a fighting nation. We 
took over 150 kilometers of road- 
way and furnished supervisors to 
‘look after the work of 2500 pioneer 
infantrymen who were assigned to 
us. From our ranks we also fur- 
; nished truckmen, rollermen and 
plantmen. 

During the first few days the rail- 
heads were below us and naturally 
the motor and vehicle traffic was 
very heavy. At the section where I 
was working 9000 vehicles passed 
over it in 24 hours. At one time 
a machine broke down and in the 
half hour that it was stalled, it halt- 
ed traffic in one direction twenty 
kilometers back. This continuous 
procession has, Fords, G. M. C. am- 
bulances, Dodges, Cadillacs, Rikers, 
Pierce-Arrows, Nash and _ Jeffrey 
quads, Kellys and Macks; there were 
Holt tractors pulling 155’s and 220's; 
Renault tractors,. baby tanks, motor- 
cycles and miles and miles of horse- 
drawn wagons. 

During the rush all we could do 
was to keep the road drained and 
break up rocks which were usually 
procured from some ruined house or 
church and throw them in the worst 
spots. Later when the rail-heads 
were moved up which relieved traf- 
fic considerably in our sector, we 
were allowed to make the repairs 
more permanent. 

I might add a few things about 
the French rural road system. They 
lare very unique to us who hail from 
the other side of the Atlantic. The 
most common type is a_ clay-bound 
macadam, that is, the binder is clay 
instead of a bituminous or water and 
‘dust binders as we use in our ma- 
cadam roads. Another thing, they 
are so narrow that the trucks track 
upon them so they rut very easily; 
then, « too, there is practically no 
crown and this makes the draining 
quite a problem. 

After the rush was over we widen- 
ed the roads and patched holes. Dur- 
ing war time all the labor was fur- 
nished by nogroes. After the ar- 
mistice was signed we had Jerries 
and as a class they are very good 
workers. Give them army punk, 
corned Willie and, a few sacks of 
Bull Durham and they will never 
go back to Germany. 

Well, that is all past now; we 
are closing squads east and west and 
trying to forget we are engineers.

On two former occasions I have appealed to the American peo- 
ple in behalf of these homeless sufferers, whom the vicissitudes of 
war and massacre had brought to the extremest need.

The thousands of civilian war work- 
ers in the government service who 
will soon be dismissed because their 
services are no longer needed will 
be assisted in finding reemployment 
through plans now being arranged

\order which provides that the names 
of persons in the competitive classi- 
\fied civil service with unrestricted 
‘status who were appointed either

to the date of the order, who have 
iserved less than three years, who are 
;separated from the service because of 
‘a reduction of force, and who are 
(recommended for further employment 
| by the government because of demon- 
strated efficiency in the office from 
which they are separated will, upon 
request, be entered by the Civil Sery- 
lice Commission upon appropriate eli- 
t gible registers for reappointment, eli- 
gibility thereon to continue for one 
year from the date of separation. The 
'reemployment registers thus estab- 
\lished will be used so far as is prac- 
ticable for filling positions in the 
government service. 

| It is expected, however, that there 
will be a surplus of eligibles on these 
reemployment registers, and in order 
| that those who cannot be replaced 


\in the government service may find 
positions in private employ, the Civil 
Service Commission has asked the 
|cooperation of the department of la- 
jbor in the work of finding suitable 
‘employment in_ private establish- 
iments for dismissed war workers 
‘who cannot be further émployed by 
the government. 

It is the view of the Civil Service 
Commission that the machinery of 
the government should be used to the 
fullest extent in finding employment 
for the war workers for it is realized 
that a considerable number of them 
entered the government service at 
some personal sacrifice to help with 
the war program. 











INCREASE IN PASSENGER SERV- 
ICE ON RAILROADS 





In a statement issued from Wash- 
ington, D. C., and addressed to the 
American people, Director General 
McAdoo announces an increase in 
passenger service. 
| The statement follows: 
| “On January 6th, last, important 
| changes in passenger train service on 
‘the Eastern roads became effective, 
and at that ime I issued a public 
statement saying that “Every patri- 
lotic citizen can directly help the gov- 
ernment in clearing up the present 
‘unsatisfactory situation on the rail- 
‘roads by refraining from all unnec- 
essary travel at this time.” The policy 
thus outlined has of necessity been 
continued throughout the period of 
the war because the primary duty of 
' the railroads was to contribute their 
|maximum power to the winning of 
|the war. 

' “This emergency has now passed. 

The war has been won. In this 
| epochal outcome, the American rail- 
roads have played a vital part. Trans- 
portation has underlaid every indus- 
trial activity during the war as it 
aia in peace-time.

quate transportation, our troops and | 
the supplies for our army and for 
the armies of our Allies could not 
have been moved. To this splendid 
achievement, those Americans who 
refrained from traveling unnecessar- 
fly during the war, may justly feel 
that they contributed. 

“During the war, the transporta- 
tion of civilian passengers and of 
freight not needed in the war. was 
of secondary importance. After giving 
priority to the movement of war 
necessities, it has been the policy of 
the railroad administration to supply 
the most adequate service possible, 
both passenger and freight, to non- 
war business. 


“The war now being practically 
over, it will be the policy of the 
railroad administration during the re- 
maining period of federal control to 
give to the public the best service of 
which the railroads are capable. 
While the necessity still remains for 
moving large quantities of supplies 
to Europe, and while a considerable 
proportion of the railroad passenger 
equipment will be needed in return- 
ing American soldiers and sailors to 
their homes, the’ problem can now 
be definitely appraised and there is 
every reason to believe that adequate 
service may be given in the future 
for the ordinary business of the na- 
tion. 


“As rapidly as possible, service will 
be improved, although trains which 
were run under private control mere- 
ly for competitive reasons will not 
be restored. Such service was unnec- 
essary. Plans have already been 
made for service to California, Flor- 
ida and the Southeastern states dur- 
ing the coming winter. The public 
may be, assured that the railroad ad- 
ministration will do everything pos- 
sible to meet the needs of the travel- 
ing public. In line with this policy 
was the recent elimination effective 
December ist, of extra one-half cent 
a mile for traveling in Pullman cars, 
and one-fourth cent a mile for travel- 
ing in tourist coaches which was im- 
posed as a war measure partially for 
the purpose of keeping passenger 
travel during the war at a minimum. 


“There were some wasteful and 
extravagant practices during private 
control of railroads. These will not 
be restored during the period of 
federal control but within the limits 
of good business practice, the pub- 
lic may expect every reasonable con- 
venience and comfort on the ,rail- 
roads operated by the government.”

CALIFORNIA A MANUFACTURING 
‘CENTER, IS PLAN 





California is to become a manufac- 
turing center, according to the plan 
of the Home Industry League just in- 
augurated. 






According to the league authorities, 
California’s raw _ products, oriignal 
designs and ideas have been turned 
in, to so many millions of dollars out 
side the state, that a concerted ef- 
fort will be made to stimulate manu- 
facturing and for keeping the best of 
iwhat the state produces within its 
own boundaries. 

Rearing in mind the cargoes of 
beans, prunes, grapes and other prod- 
ucts which yearly leave California 
land return canned or bottled as im- 
ported good$ under another state 
label, Manager Edward H. Brown has 
just completed a canvass of Califor- 
nia for factories desired in various 
localities and inducements which 
might be offered. The results have 
been almost startling. Hardly a lo- 
cality exists which is not anxious for 
a factory for home industry. Fur- 
thermore, every region offers induce- 
ments to manufacturers, _ranging 
from free building sites to bonuses 
of from five hundred to fifteen thou- 
|sand dollars. 
| In one instance one community of- 
fered to pay five per cent of the 
first year’s wages of employees. The 
factories desired range from pickle 
factories to paper mills. 

General circulation throughout the 
[east and Middle West has been given 
these facts and a nation-wide public- 
ity campaign has been started by 
Manager Brown for ‘the enlighten- 
ment and benefit of manufacturers de- 
siring to avail themselves of Western 
production, as well as for the benefit 
of the communities. 
| “That does not mean,” declares Mr, 
Brown, ‘that California suffers from 
overproduction. Far from it, but it 
does mean, that since the war has 
made demands upon California for 
supplies and it has made so good in 
every production needed for the 
| world at large, with large consign- 
‘ments for the army and navy, and 
that vast tracts of land have never 
been cultivated, that Californians are 
about to enter upon an intensive pro- 
{duction and equally intensive manu- 
facturing. 

“The time is passed when goods 
are to be shipped away and returned 
and sold as imported goods when 
California produces them all the 
while.”
